I have always had a larger women clientele than mén by two to one, 
women are more health conscious than men, se they contribute the major portion 
of income for any doctor or therapist. y 


It is your ability as a Massage Therapist, that is your neasuring 
stick, and not whether you are male or females . | 


I will. give as an example an’ experience i had im North Hollywood. ‘ 
I was employed by a Doétor who also employed a lady therapist. Our. clientele a 
was mixed. men and women, she preferred a women clientele and the majority of — 
her following were women. I had about 50 - 50 men and women. She was always 
telling me that her clientele would not have @ man give them Massage Therapy.  - 
She was taken ill with the "flu" for a couple of weeks, during that -time 
sixteen of her women came in for their Massage Therapy. One refused to have 
me, fifteen- gave me a trial, one. of them went back to her, when she returned 
7 to work, and fourteen stayed with me, I asked them later why they did, .they 
i: all said "because you give a better massage treatment." -She was a good 


therapist, but she liked to smoke, so she would cub corners enough on each one 
to have time for a smoke, her clientele were quick to notice the difference. 


| I do not like to see a sign, saying "Massage and Steam baths, separate 
departments for men and women." I know that's as it should be, for that kind 
of place and that kind of massage therapists, but it has a degrading effect 
-on the good ethical massage therapist, who should have the freedom of choice, 
the same as any other of the professional healing arts. :
